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Fury over reported federal plan taigeting transgender people

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

LGBT leaders across the 
U.S. reacted with fury 
Monday to a report that 
the Trump administration is 
considering adoption of a 
new definition of gender 
that would effectively 
deny federal recognition 
and civil rights protections 
to transgender America ns. 
"I feel very threatened, but 
I am absolutely resolute," 
Mara Keisling, executive 
director of the National 
Center for Transgender 
Rights, said at a news 
conference convened by 
more than a dozen activist 
leaders 'We will stand up 
and be resilient, and we 
will be here long after this 
administration is in the trash 
heap." 

The activist leaders, 
speaking amid posters 
reading "#Won'tBeErased", 
later addressed a protest 
rally outside the White 
House.

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Young climate activists say their lawsuit should go to trial

SEATTLE (AP) — Young ac¬ 
tivists who are suing the 
U.S. government in a high- 
profile climate change 
lawsuit say the case poses 
important constitutional 
questions that should be 
fully evaluated at trial next 
week. 

The 21 young people issued 
a response Monday after 
the U.S. Supreme Court 
temporarily put the trial on 
hold. Lawyersforthe young 
people, ages 11 to 22, ar¬ 
gue that the move "will dis¬ 
rupt the integrity of the ju- 
diciary'srole asa checkon 
the political branches and

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will irreparably harm these 
children." 

The trial had been set to 
start Oct. 29 in federal 
court in Eugene, Oregon. 
The lawsuit filed in 2015 
argues that government 
officials have known for 
more than 50 years that 
carbon pollution from fossil 
fuels was causing climate 
change and that policies 
on oil and gas deprive the 
young people of life, liberty 
and property. 

They also say the govern¬ 
ment has failed to pro¬ 
tect natural resources as 
a "public trust" for future 
generations. The lawsuit 
wants a court to order the 
government to take action 
to quickly phase out car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions to a 
certain level by 2100 and 
develop a national climate 
recovery plan. 

The young people's re¬ 
sponse came the same 
day a group of scientists, 
nature enthusiasts and 
wildlife advocates filed a 
similar climate change law¬ 
suit in Oregon against the 
government. Their argu¬ 
ment differs in that they say 
they have a fundamental 
right to be left alone 'free 


from human interference" 
in the wilderness but fear 
for their safety as wild¬ 
fires, mudslides and other 
threats grow more severe, 
The Oregonian/Oregon- 
Live reported . 

Among those taking part 
are outdoor adventure 
athlete Will Gadd, who has 
witnessed melting ice while 
climbing in conditions that 
are much more dangerous 
now than they were years 
ago, the lawsuit said. 

'Will is harmed by the gov- 
emment'sactionsand inac¬ 
tions to stem the severity of 
climate change because 
he is prevented from rea¬ 
sonably and safely exercis¬ 
ing hisrightto wildemesson 
which he reliesfor his physi¬ 
cal and mental well-being 
as well as his global status 
as an outdoor adventurer 
and educator," according 
to the lawsuit. 

In the young people'scase, 
Justice Department law¬ 
yers asked the high court 
to intervene last week 
and end what they called 
a "profoundly misguided 
suit." The court temporar¬ 
ily blocked the trial Friday 
until the young people re¬ 
sponded and until it issued 
another order. 

The government's lawyers 
say the lawsuit aims to re¬ 
direct federal environmen¬ 
tal and energy policies 
through the courts rather 
than through the political 
process "by asserting a new 
and unsupported funda¬ 
mental due process right to 
certain climate conditions." 
Lawyers for the youth dis¬ 
pute that, saying the case 
doesn't hinge on a newly 
recognized fundamen¬ 
tal right. They say the evi¬ 
dence should be heard 
at trial and that the case 
shouldn't be dismissed be¬ 
fore then. □

LGBT activists, who 
pledged legal challenges 
if the reported memo 
leadsto official policy, said 
several other courts had 
issued rulings contrary to 
O'Connor's. 

"Foryeais, courtsacrossthe 
country have recognized 
that discriminating against 
someone because they 
are transgender is a form of 
sexdiscrimination, full stop," 
said Diana Flynn, Lambda 
Legal's litigation director. "If 
this administration wants to 
try and tum back the clock 
by moving ahead with its 
own legally frivolous and 
scientifically unsupportable 
definition of sex, we will 
be there to meet that 
challenge." 

Shannon M inter, a 
transgender attorney with 
the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights, called the 
reported plan a "cynical 
political ploy to sow discord 
and energize a right-wing 
base" before the Nov. 6 
election. 

UCLA legal scholarj ocelyn 
Samuels, who ran the HHS 
civil rights office in the 
Obama ad ministration, said 
the Trump administration 
would be going beyond 
established law ifitadopted 
the policy in the memo. 
"Whattheyare saying is you 
do not get to decide your 
sex; it is the government 
that will decide your sex," 
said Samuels 

For LGBT-rights leaders, it's 
the administration's latest 
attack on transgender 
Americans. Among the 
others are an attempt to 
ban them from military 
service; a memo from 
Attorney General Jeff 
Sessions concluding that 
civil rightslawsdon'tprotect 
transgender people from 
discrimination on the job; 
and the scrapping of 
Obama-era guidance 
encouraging school 

officials to let transgender 
students use school 
bathrooms that matched 
theirgender identities.

Omar Gonzalez-Pagan, a 
lawyer with Lambda Legal, 
said the proposed rule 
change appears to still be 
undergoing White House 
review. 

It would need to be signed 
off by the departments 
of Justice, Labor and 
Education, which are also 
involved with civil rights 
enforcement. 

He said 'the purpose 
of this rule is to erase 
transgender people from 
existence, to write them 
off from federal law, and 
to institute a definition that 
is contrary to case law, 
contrary to medical and 
scientific understanding, 
and contrary to the lived 
experience of transgender 
people." 

While social mores enter 
into the debate, medical 
and scientific experts 
have long recognized a 
condition called "gender 
dysphoria" — discomfort 
or distress caused by a 
discrepancy between 
the gender that a person 
identifiesasand the gender 
atbirth.Consequencescan 
include severe depression. 
Treatment can range from 
sex-reassignment surgery 
and hormones to people 


changing their outward 
appearance by adopting 
a different hairstyle or 
clothing.

On Sunday, The New York 
Times reported that the 
Department of Health 
and Human Services 
was circulating a memo 
proposing that gender be 
defined as an immutable 
biological condition 

determined by a person's 
sex organs at birth. The 
proposal would define sex 
as either male or female, 
and any dispute about 
one's sex would have to be 
clarified through genetic 
testing, according to the 
Times' account of the 
memo. 

President Donald Trump 
addressed the matter 
briefly as he left the White 
House fora political trip to 
Houston, but left unclear 
how his administration 
plans to proceed. 

'We have a lot of different 
concepts right now,"Trump 
said. 'They have a lot of 
different things happening 
with respeetto transgender 
right now — you know that 
as well as I do — and we're 
looking at it very seriously." 
Trump added: "I'm 

protecting everybody." 

The Cabinet agency had 
acknowledged months 
ago that it was working to 
rewrite a federal rule that 
barsdiscrimination in health 
care based on "gender 
identity." It cited a Texas- 
based federal judge's 
opinion thatthe orig ina I rule 
went too far in concluding 
that discrimination based 
on gender identity is a form 
of sex discrimination, which 
is forbidden by civil rights 
laws. 

"The department said 
Monday it would not 
comment on "alleged 
leaked documents." It did 
release a statement from 
Roger Severino, head of its 
Office forCivil Rig hts, saying 
his agency was reviewing 
the issue while abiding by 
the 2016 ruling from the 
Texas-based federal judge, 
Reed O'Connor.

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Former 
President Barack Obama 
delivered a biting critique 
of Republicans in Washing¬ 
ton and President Donald 
Trump's administration on 
Monday butavoided men¬ 
tioning his successor by 
name. 

Obama, speaking ata rally 
in Las Vegas for Nevada 
Democrats, said Republi¬ 
cans had promised to 'Tight 
forthe little guy" but instead 
helped corporations and 
sowed divisions in America. 
Republicans in Congress 
"bend over backwards" in¬ 
stead of being "a check or 
a balance on this kind of 
corrupt politics," the former 
president said. 

Obama was in Nevada 
to drum up support for 
Democratic Rep. Jacky 
Rosen, who is in a tight race 
against incumbent Repub¬ 
lican Sen. Dean Heller, and 
energize voters in the swing 
state who delivered big 
for Democrats in 2016 but 
stayed home during the 
midterm elections in 2014. 
Obama, who wonthe state 
in 2008 and 2012, railed 
against the GOP tax law, 
efforts to repeal his Afford¬ 
able Care Act, Trump's at¬ 
tacks on the media, politi¬ 
cal pressure he's put on U.S. 
Attorney General J eff Ses¬ 
sions and the separation 
of immigra nt fa milies at the 
U.S.-Mexico border. 

Obama also criticized Hell¬ 
er, saying, 'the current sen¬ 
ator, he doesn't seem to be 
willing to stand up to this 
He just goes along, even 


when you get a sense he 
knows it's not right." 

Rosen, a first-term congress- 
woman, is seen as one of 
Democrats' best opportuni¬ 
ties to flip control of a Sen¬ 
ate seat, though the party 
faces slim chances of tak¬ 
ing control of the Senate. 
She narrowly won elec¬ 
tion to her Las Vegas-area 
district in 2014 and is tak¬ 
ing on a politician who not 
only has already won a 
statewide election but has 
never lost an election de¬ 
spite serving nearly three 
decades in public offices. 
Democrats are also in a 
close battle forthe gover¬ 
nor's office, which will over¬ 
see state and federal redis¬ 
tricting occurring after the 


2020 census 

Obama's rally included 
specific appeals to young 
people and Latinos, key 
demographics who can 
boost Democrat numbers 
if they participate. "Fhe rally 
at a University of Nevada, 
Las Vegas arena included 
performancesfrom hip-hop 
group Salt-N-Pepa and Co¬ 
lumbian reggaeton starj 
Balvin and a speech from 
actress A meric a Ferrera. 
Obama said not voting this 
November would be "pro¬ 
foundly dangerous to this 
country, to our democra¬ 
cy." He also reminded the 
crowd that the 2011 killing 
of Osama bin Laden oc¬ 
curred underhiswatch and 
that the economic recov¬ 


ery that Trump often takes 
credit for started during his 
administration. 

'When you hear aII this ta Ik 
about economic miracles 
right now, remember who 
started it,"Obama said. 
Obama also touted the 
campaigns of Nevada 
gubernatorial candidate 
Steve Sisolak and U.S. 
House candidates Susie 
Lee and Steven Horsford. 
Though Obama used his 
speech to say Republi¬ 
cans are rolling back the 
progress his administra¬ 
tion made, the GOP on 
Monday responded with 
an identical criticism of 
Obama and Democrats. 
Keelie Broom, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Republi¬ 


can National Committee, 
said "Nevada saw some of 
its darkest days as a result 
of relentless government 
overreach advanced by 
the Obama administra¬ 
tion." 

'We've made incredible 
strides thanks to President 
Trump and our GOP-led 
Congress, and it's insult¬ 
ing for Barack Obama to 
come out here and try to 
ra lly sup p o rt fo r c a nd id a tes 
like Jacky Rosen, Steve 
Sisolak, Susie Lee and Ste¬ 
ven Horsford who will work 
to systematically dismantle 
the policies generating all 
of this progress." 

The event followed visits 
over the weekend by his 
former Vice President Joe 
Biden, who rallied with 
Democrats outside a union 
hall in Las Vegas, and a 
ra lly in the rura I town of Elko 
by President Donald Trump, 
"fhe former president has 
generally kept a low pro¬ 
file since leaving office and 
has been selective about 
campaigning for Demo¬ 
crats in this year's midterm 
elections 

Obama endorsed candi¬ 
dates up and down the 
ballot around the country, 
but in September, he broke 
with the traditional defer¬ 
ence that past presidents 
show successors and gave 
a sharp critique of Trump. 

In subsequent appearanc¬ 
es for Democrats in Califor¬ 
nia, Ohio and Pennsylva¬ 
nia, he avoided a similar 
reproach and instead fo¬ 
cused on urging people to 
voteO 


Supreme Court Ross can't be questioned in census suit

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Supreme Court is siding with 
the Trump administration to 
block the questioning of 
Commerce Secretary Wil¬ 
bur Ross about his decision 
to add a citizenship ques¬ 
tion to the 2020 census. 

The unsigned order Mon¬ 
day overrides lower fed¬ 
eral courts in New York 
that would have allowed 
the questioning of Ross to 
proceed in lawsuits chal¬ 
lenging the addition of a 
citizenship question on the 
decennial census for the 


first time since 1950. 

The suits by a dozen states 
and big cities, among oth¬ 
ers, say the citizenship 
question will discourage 
immig rants from participat¬ 
ing, diluting political repre¬ 
sentation and federal dol¬ 
lars for states that tend to 
vote Democratic. 

But the court is allowing 
the deposition of acting 
assistant attorney general 
John Gore to go forward, 
over the dissent of Justices 
Neil Gorsuch and Clarence 
Thomas. A trial is scheduled 
to begin in New York on 


Nov. 5, although Gorsuch 
suggested in a four-page 
opinion that U.S. District 
J udge J esse Furman could 
delay the proceedings 
Gorsuch said he "sees no 
reason to distinguish be¬ 
tween Secretary Ross' de¬ 
position and those of other 
seniorexecutive officials" 
Furman based his ruling 
requiring Ross' deposition 
on concerns about Ross' 
truthfulness in relating how 
the decision to add the 
citizenship question came 
about. The judge noted 
that Ross claimed in March, 


when the decision to add 
the citizenship question 
was announced, that he 
considered adding it af¬ 
ter a request to do so last 
Decemberfrom the J ustice 
Department. 

'The record developed thus 
far, however, casts grave 
doubt on those claims,"the 
judge wrote in September. 
But earlier this month, J us¬ 
tice Department lawyers 
filed a new document in 
the case in which Ross said 
he now remembers speak¬ 
ing with formerseniorWhite 
House adviser Steve Ban-

White House correspon¬ 
dent Jim Acosta, whose 
network is a frequent tar¬ 
get of President Donald 
Trump's 'fake news" barbs, 
called on him Monday to 
stop attacking the media 
because he's afraid some¬ 
one will get hurt. 

The past week may have 
signaled a turning point 
in journalists fighting back 
against Trump's attacks, 
with the White House Cor¬ 
respondents Association 
issuing a statement con¬ 
demning him for praising 
a Montana congressman 
who body-slammed a re¬ 
porter last year during a 
successful congressional 
campaign. 

Acosta, Maggie Haber- 
man and WHCA President 
Olivier Knox talked about 
the personal toll the words 
have taken during a panel 
Monday at CNN's 'Citizen" 
conference. Knox said the 
day afterTrump referred to 
some news organizations 
as enemies of the people, 
his child came to him in 
tears and asked if he was 
going to prison. 

The White House didn't im¬ 
mediately respond to a re¬ 
quest for comment. 

Trump has been advised 
that his words against the 
media have an impact, but 
"he doesn't seem to care," 
said Haberman, who cov¬ 
ered Trump as a New York 
real estate baron and now 
in the White House. A.G. 
Sulzberger, publisher of The 
New York Times, also said 
that he was glad Trump 
broke an agreement to 
keep a conversation the 


two men had off the re¬ 
cord because it revealed 
publicly that he had made 
the same point to the presi¬ 
dent. 

"All he hears is the cheering 
of the crowd when he gets 
up and says it," Haberman 
said. 

Acosta wonders how seri¬ 
ous Trump actually is in his 
criticism, and the extent 
to which 'Take news" is just 
another line delivered by 
a man who made "you're 
fired" a signature when he 
hosted 'The Apprentice." 
What's disturbing is the 


numberof people at cam¬ 
paign rallies willing to join 
in — and add some choice 
epithets his way, Acosta 
said. It has normalized and 
sanitized a level of nastiness 
and cruelty that he hasn't 
seen before. 

The rhetoric "has to stop," 
he said. "I'm afraid some¬ 
body isgoing to get hurt." 
Haberman warned not to 
overstate the issue; while 
disturbing, it doesn't com¬ 
pare to the danger she felt 
after the Sept. 11 terrorist 
attacks. There's no great 
answer other than for re¬ 


porters to continue doing 
their jobs, she said. Haber¬ 
man said she was taken 
aback when some fellow 
reporters were surprised 
that she continued wear¬ 
ing her press credentials 
while speaking to some at¬ 
tendees at a recent Trump 
rally in the South. 

"People said they stopped 
wearing them,"she said. 

It's often difficult for news 
organizations used to com¬ 
peting with one another 
to agree on a strategy for 
fighting back against the 
attacks That's why it was 


notable when Knox on Fri¬ 
day issued a WHCA state¬ 
ment condemning Trump 
for praising Montana Rep. 
Greg Gianforte. Trump 
said anyone who can do 
a body-slam "is my kind of 
guy." The correspondents 
association said it amount¬ 
ed to a celebration of a 
crime by someone sworn to 
uphold the nation's laws 
"It seemed like the right 
thing to do," Knox said. 

"It was absolutely the right 
thing to do," said CNN an¬ 
chor Wolf Blitzer. 'We ap¬ 
plaud you." 

Haberman said she's happy 
with Trump's recent willing¬ 
ness to engage reporters 
more directly. She noted 
thatTrump has skillfully kept 
control; instead of formal 
news conferences where 
reporters can think about 
questions in advance, he 
favors brief availabilities 
before stepping onto a he¬ 
licopter— where television 
viewers can't even hear 
the questions. 

Acosta said it's preferable 
to White House Press Sec¬ 
retary Sarah Sanders' brief¬ 
ings. 

"I wouldn't put 'productive' 
and a Sarah Sanders brief¬ 
ing in the same sentence," 
he said. The reporters also 
talked about the chal¬ 
lenge of covering a presi¬ 
dent when so much time 
is spent on fact-checking 
false presidential state¬ 
ments and they got some 
advice from veteran Wa¬ 
tergate sleuth Carl Bern¬ 
stein. He said reporters must 
get at the stories behind 
the statements. 'We have 
to be more than Trump lie- 
catchers," Bernstein saidO

SALEM, Ore. (AP) — With 
the sun bearing down, 
Norm and Kathy Daviess 
stood in the shade of a pris¬ 
on wall topped with coiled 
razorwire, waiting forthree 
immigrants to come out. 

It's become an oddly fa mil¬ 
iar routine for the Air Force 
veteran and his wife, part of 
an ad hoc group of volun¬ 
teers that formed in recent 
months after the Trump ad¬ 
ministration transferred 124 
immigrants to the federal 
prison in ruralOregon, a first 
for the facility. 

The detaineeswere among 
approximately 1,600 immi- 
grantsapprehended along 
the U.S.-Mexico borderand 
then transferred to federal 
prisons in five states after 
President Donald Trump's 
"zero tolerance" policy left 
the usual facilities short of 
space. 

Almost half of those sent to 
the prison outside Sheridan, 
an economically struggling 
town 50 miles (80 kilome¬ 
ters) southwest of Portland, 
on May 31 are from India, 
ma ny of them Sikhs — pa rt 
ofan influx of Indian nation¬ 
als entering the U.S. in re¬ 
cent years. "They also came 
from Nepal, Guatemala, 
Mexico and a dozen other 
countries 

"Zero tolerance" made 
Sheridan an unusual way 
station for migrants from 
around the world. Now, 
those who pass an initial 
screening and post bond 
are being released. And 
Norm and Kathy Daviess, 
along with more than 100 
other volunteers — retirees, 
recent college graduates, 
lawyers, clergy — have 
lined up to help. 

'The best pa rt of this is see¬ 
ing the big smile on their 
face, to be out, to have 
this burden done with," 
said Kathy Daviess, 71, who 
wore a floppy white hat 
as she and her husband 
stood outside the prison 
on a recent afternoon. As 
drivers, the two are ready 
to go to the prison, a half- 
hour from their hometown 
of Dundee, at a moment's 
notice and often wait there 
for hours as the detainees 
are processed. 

The freed migrants gen- 


provide transportation, in¬ 
terpreter services, legal 
counseling, food, shelter 
and moral support. They 
raised more than $12,000 
to pay bonds for migrants 
who couldn'tcome up with 
the money themselves. 

A Sikh temple in nearby 
Salem also offers the immi¬ 
grants religious and other 
services, and a place to 
recover. 

Many of the detainees 
made long, dangerous 
journeys to reach the U.S., 
and all either turned them¬ 
selves in to seek asylum or 
were nabbed by border 
agents when they arrived. 
Since "zero tolerance" took 
effect in May, everyone 
who enters the country il¬ 
legally is charged with a 
crime. 

Attorney General Jeff Ses¬ 
sions said the crackdown 
is necessary to eliminate il¬ 
legal immigration and be¬ 
cause abuse ofthe asylum 
system has caused a surge 
in illegal bordercrossings 
"Forthose who crossed the 
border illegally, those were 
the consequences brought 


among the volunteers. He 
was less certain about mi¬ 
grants who request asylum 
at points of entry, noting it 
isn't illegal. 

"It would be unfathom¬ 
able if they were detaining 
those people rather than 
just turning them away," 
Cooley said, but then add¬ 
ed it seemed justifiable to 
detain the immigrants while 
their stories are verified. 
'The previous policy was 
catch and release, which I 
definitely don't agree with." 
The prison is Sheridan's larg¬ 
est employer, though the 
to wn of 6,000 ha s pa id little 
attention to the migrant is¬ 
sue, the mayor said. 

The volunteers are mostly 
from other communities 
in the Willamette Valley, 
including Salem and Port¬ 
land, Oregon's largestcity. 
Kathy Daviess said she got 
involved because "we've 
got a legal system, and it's 
supposed to apply to ev¬ 
eryone." Her husband, who 
spent hiscareerwith the Air

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Italy stands firm against EU in budgetdispute

MILAN (AP) — Italy on 
Monday refused to back 
down on its plans to ramp 
up public spending, keep¬ 
ing alive a dispute with the 
European Union, which is 
worried the budget would 
increase the country's high 
debts. 

Premier Giuseppe Conte 
defended the budget in a 
news conference in Rome 
following the noon dead¬ 
line for Ita ly to submit its re¬ 
sponse to the EU'srebuke of 
the draft budget. 

"If today, confronted by the 
EU letter, I would say that 
we made a mistake and 
we re-write the maneuver, 
thatwould mean admitting 
that we made the wrong 
maneuver," Conte said. 
'That isnotthe case." 

The plan increases the defi¬ 
cit to 2.4 percent of GDP 
next year, three times more 
than initially targeted by 
the previous government. 
The EU complains that the 
plan means Italy will not 
lower its public debt as 
promised. At over 130 per¬ 
cent of GDP, debt is more 
than twice the EU limit and 


economists worry it is a risk 
to the region's financial 
ma rkets. 

In the letter to the Europe¬ 
an Commission, Economic 
Minister Giovanni Tria said 
Italy would adjust the plan 
if it does not deliverthe ex¬ 
pected dividends, but that 
the spending boost and 
reform course were nec¬ 
essary due to "particularly 
unsatisfactory macroeco¬ 
nomic and social condi¬ 
tions a decade after the 
beginning of the crisis" 

The letter said that the bud¬ 
get plan "does not pose 
any risks to the financial 
stability of Italy, or the other 
European Union countries." 
Conte the budget was 
"well-conceived," and that 
it would promote econom¬ 
ic growth. 

He noted that the 2.4 per¬ 
cent deficit level was a 
ceiling and held out the 
possibility that it would not 
reach that level in 2019. He 
also repeated that it would 
be brought lower in the fol¬ 
lowing two years 
Investors and financial ex¬ 
perts are skeptical.

By TREVOR MARSHALLSEA 
Associated ness 
SYDNEY (AP) — Prime M inis- 
terScott Morrison delivered 
a formal apology Monday 
to Australia'svietimsof child 
sex abuse, saying the na¬ 
tion must acknowledge 
their long, painful journey 
and its failure to protect 
them. 

Morrison's emotional 

speech given in Parliament 
before hundreds of survi¬ 
vors followed the conclu¬ 
sion of a Royal Commission 
into Institutional Responses 
to Child Sexual Abuse, the 
nations' highest level of in¬ 
quiry. 

'Today asa nation we con¬ 
front our failure to listen, to 
believe, and to provide jus¬ 
tice," he said, adding: 'We 
say sorry." 

Abuse survivors gathered 
in Parliament's Great Hall 
cried, yelled and applaud¬ 
ed as Morrison read the 
apology. 

"I believe you, we believe 
you, your country believes 
you,"he said. 

"Ihe four-year inquest that 
delivered its final report in 
Decemberrevealed shock¬ 
ing evidence from more 
than 17,000 survivors and 
heard allegations against 
government, church and 
private institutions, as well 
as prominent individuals. 

It a Iso heard evidence from 
leaders such as Vatican 
Cardinal George Pell, who 


is charged with committing 
histo ric a I sex a b uses himse If 
and was accused of failing 
to protect children. 

The prime ministersaid in his 
speech Monday that it was 
time for Australia to con¬ 
front key questions. 

'Why weren't the children 
of our nation loved, nur¬ 
tured and protected? Why 
was their trust betrayed?" 
he said. 

Why did those who know 
cover it up? Why were the 
cries of children and par¬ 
ents ignored? Why was our 


system of justice blind to in¬ 
justice? Why has it taken so 
long to act? Why were oth¬ 
er things more important 
than this, the care of inno¬ 
cent children? Why didn't 
we believe?" 

Morrison said nothing could 
be done to right the wrongs 
inflicted on children. 

"Even after a compre¬ 
hensive royal commission, 
which finally enabled the 
voicesto be heard and the 
silence to be broken, we 
will all continue to struggle," 
he said. 


"So today, we gather in this 
chamber in humility, not 
just as representatives of 
the people of this country, 
but as fathers, as mothers, 
as siblings, friends, work¬ 
mates and, in some cases, 
indeed, as victims and sur¬ 
vivors." 

The lawmakers stood for 
a minute of silence follow¬ 
ing the apology, which 
came with the announce¬ 
ment of government plans 
to create a museum and 
research center to raise 
awareness and under¬ 


standing of the impacts of 
child sexual abuse, and to 
ensure the nation does not 
forget the horrors victims 
have suffered. 

The research center will 
also assist those seeking 
help, and guide best prac¬ 
tices for training and other 
services 

The government will also 
commit to reporting ev¬ 
ery year for the next five 
years on the progress of the 
royal commission's recom¬ 
mendations. It has already 
accepted 104 of the com¬ 
mission's 122 recommenda¬ 
tions, including a redress 
payments program, with 
the other 18 recommenda¬ 
tions still under examina¬ 
tion. The government has 
also established a new of¬ 
fice of child safety, to re¬ 
port to the prime minister. 
Opposition leader Bill Short- 
enjoined the apology, say¬ 
ing Australia had failed tens 
of thousands of children, 
acrossgenerations. 

"Our nation let you down. 
Today, we offeryou ourna- 
tion's apology, with humil¬ 
ity, with honesty, with hope 
for healing now, and with 
a fire in our belly to ensure 
that our children will grow 
up safe in the future," Short¬ 
en said. 

While many survivors and 
campaigners welcomed 
the apology, others called 
for more to be done to ad- 
dressthe histo ry of abuse .□

ISTANBUL (AP) — J ust hours 
afterwriterj amal Khashog¬ 
gi was killed in the Saudi 
Consulate in Istanbul, a 
man strolled out of the dip¬ 
lomatic post apparently 
wearing the columnist's 
clothes as part of a ma¬ 
cabre deception to sow 
confusion over his fate, ac¬ 
cording to surveillance vid¬ 
eo leaked Monday. 

Ihe new video broad¬ 
cast by CNN, as well as a 
pro-govemment Turkish 
newspaper's report that a 
member of Saudi Crown 
Prince Mohammed bin 
Salman's entourage made 
four calls to the royal's of¬ 
fice from the consulate 
around the same time, put 
ever-increasing pressure on 
the kingdom. Meanwhile, 
Turkish crime-scene investi¬ 
gators swarmed a garage 
Monday night in Istanbul 
where a Saudi consularve- 
hicle had been parked. 

All this came on the eve of 
Prince Mohammed's high- 
profile investment summit 
in Riyadh, which has seen a 
raft of the world's top busi¬ 
ness leaders decline to at¬ 
tend overthe slaying ofthe 
writer for "fhe Washington 
Post. 

U.S. Treasury Secretary Ste¬ 
ven Mnuchin, who said he 
would not attend the con¬ 
ference, metwiththe crown 
prince on Monday night. 
The Saudi foreign ministry 
tweeted out a photo ofthe 
two men meeting, and U.S. 
Treasury spokesman Tony 
Sayegh said in a separate 
tweet that Mnuchin raised 
the Kashoggi investigation 
in his discussions with the 
crown prince. 

Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan has prom¬ 
ised thatdetailsofKhashog- 
gi's killing "will be revealed 
in all its nakedness" in an 
address he'll make before 
parliament around the 
same time Tuesday. 

'We are faced with a situ¬ 
ation in which it was a bru¬ 
tally planned (killing) and 
effortswere made to cover 
it up," said Omer Celik, a 
spokesman for Turkey's rul¬ 
ing Justice and Develop¬ 
ment Party. "God willing, 
the results will be brought 


into the open, those re¬ 
sponsible will be punished 
and no one will dare think 
of carrying out such a thing 
again." 

The kingdom's announce¬ 
ment Saturday that 
Khashoggi died in a 'fist- 
fight" was met with inter¬ 
national skepticism and 
allegations of a cover-up 
to absolve the 33-year-old 
crown prince of direct re¬ 
sponsibility. 

U.S. President Donald 
Trump told reporters at the 
White House on Monday 
that he was "not satisfied 
with what I've heard," re¬ 
garding Khashoggi'sdeath. 
He added: 'We will know 
very soon." 

Turkish media reports and 
officials maintain that a 
15-member Saudi team 
flew to Istanbul on Oct. 2, 
knowing Khashoggi would 
enter the consulate to get 
a document he needed 
to get married. Once he 
was inside, the Saudis ac¬ 
costed Khashoggi, cut off 
his fingers, killed and dis¬ 
membered the 59-year-old 
writer, according to Turkish 
media reports. 

Surveillance video on 
CNN showed the man in 
Khashoggi's dress shirt, suit 
jacket and pants, although 
he wore a different pair of 
shoes. It cited a Turkish of¬ 
ficial as describing the man 
as a "body double" and a 
memberofthe Saudi team 
sent to Istanbul to target 


the writer. "Fhe man walks 
out of the consulate via 
its back exit with an ac¬ 
complice, then takes a taxi 
to Istanbul's famed Blue 
Mosque, where he goes to 
a public bathroom, chang¬ 
es back out of the clothes 
and leaves. He later eats 
dinner with his accomplice 
and goes back to a hotel, 
where footage shows him 
smiling and laughing. 

"Fhe state-run broadcaster 
"FRT later a Iso reported that 
a man who entered the 
consulate wasseen leaving 
the building in Khashoggi's 
clothes. 

In the daysafterKhashoggi 
vanished, Saudi officials 
initially said he had left 
the consulate by its back 
door. Saudi Ambassador 
to the U.S. Prince Khalid bin 
Salman, a brother of the 
crown prince, wrote Oct. 
8 that Khashoggi had left, 
and that claims the king¬ 
dom "have detained him 
or killed him are absolutely 
false, and baseless." 

"Fhe fact that the Saudi 
team would allegedly have 
a man walking around in 
Khashoggi's clothes would 
suggest a premeditated 
plot to kill the writer. 

A separate report Mon¬ 
day by newspaper Yeni 
Safak said Maher Abdu- 
laziz Mutreb, a member of 
Prince Mohammed's en¬ 
tourage seen on tripsto the 
U.S., France and Spain this 
year, made the calls from 


the consulate. "The newspa- 
persaid the fourcallswent 
to Bader al-Asaker, the 
head of Prince Moham¬ 
med's office. It said anoth¬ 
er call went to the United 
States. 

Yeni Safak cited no source 
for the information. How¬ 
ever, pro-govemment 
newspapers have been 
leaking information about 
Khashoggi's killing, appar¬ 
ently with the help of Turk¬ 
ish security forces. Yeni 
Safak reported last week 
that Saudi officials cut off 
Khashoggi's fingers and 
then decapitated him at 
the consulate as his fian¬ 
cee waited outside. 
Officials in Saudi Arabia 
have notanswered repeat¬ 
ed requests for comment 
from "Fhe Associated Press 
in recent days, including on 
Monday. Saudi Arabia so 
far has not acknowledged 
orexplained Mutreb'spres¬ 
ence in Istanbulorthe pres¬ 
ence of a forensics and 
autopsy expert at the con¬ 
sulate before Khashoggi ar¬ 
rived. 

Last week, a leaked photo 
apparently taken from sur¬ 
veillance footage showed 
Mutreb at the consulate, 
just ahead of Khashoggi's 
arrival. Mutreb's name also 
matches that of a first sec¬ 
retary who once served as 
a diplomatatthe Saudi Em¬ 
bassy in London, according 
to a 2007 list compiled by 
the British Foreign Office.

Meanwhile, Saudi state 
media reported that both 
Prince Mohammed and 
King Salman made calls 
to Khashoggi's son, Salah, 
early Monday. Statements 
from the agency said both 
the king and the crown 
prince expressed their con¬ 
dolences for Khashoggi's 
death. 

A Saudi friend of Khashoggi 
who was in frequent touch 
with him before his death 
told the AP that Salah 
Khashoggi had been under 
a travel ban and barred 
from leaving the kingdom 
since last year as a result 
of his father's criticism of 
the government. "Fhe friend 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity for fear of repercus¬ 
sion. "The Saudi statements 
did not acknowledge the 
ban. 

Five Turkish employees of 
the consulate also gave 
testimony to prosecutors 
Monday, Turkish media 
reported.

YAOUNDE, Cameroon (AP) 

— Africa's oldest president, 
Cameroon's Paul Biya, eas¬ 
ily won a seventh term on 
Monday after a Constitu¬ 
tional Council that he ap¬ 
pointed rejected all legal 
challenges to the election. 
The United States noted ir¬ 
regularities that "may not 
have affected the out¬ 
come but created an im¬ 
pression that the election 
was not credible or genu¬ 
inely free and fair." 

Now analysts say the coun¬ 
try threatened by separat¬ 
ists faces further turmoil if 
Biya, who will be 92 when 
the new term ends, doesn't 
start preparing Cameroon 
forlife without him afterde- 
cadesin power. 

Major cities saw heavy 
troop deployment ahead 
of the election announce¬ 
ment as the government 
banned ralliesbythe oppo¬ 
sition, which had alleged 
fraud. Biya received more 
than 71 percent of the 
vote, farahead of Maurice 
Kamto's 14 percent. 

The Oct. 7 election saw 
few voters in English-speak¬ 
ing regions after nearly a 
quarter-million people fled 
unrest by Anglophone sep¬ 
aratists The turnout in the 
Southwest was 15 percent 
and in the Northwest 5 per¬ 
cent while Biya won in both 
regions with more than 77 
percent of the vote. Over¬ 
all election turnout was 53 
percent. 

Fighting between the sep¬ 
aratists' ragtag bands and 
security forces accused 
by rights groups of abuses 
has killed hundreds and 
posed a serious challenge 
for Cameroon, a close U.S. 


sec urity a lly a g a inst ext re m- 
ism and a new member 
of the U.N. Human Rights 
Council. 

The U.S. statement did not 
give details on the "irregu¬ 
larities" But the fraud al¬ 
legations and low turnout 
mean a weaker mandate 
for the 85-year-old Biya, 
who has led since 1982. 
The government did away 
with presidential term limits 
several years a go, part of a 
trend in Central Africa that 
has dismayed many. 

'What I can tell you is that 
Cameroon will never be 
the same again," human 
rights lawyer Felix Nkongho 
Agbor Balia told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press While legal 
options for challenging 
election results have been 
exhausted, Cameroonians 
are more aware of their 
rights after watching the 
Constitutional Council's 


hearings, he said. 

The fractured opposition 
brought well over a doz¬ 
en legal challenges but 
all were rejected by the 
council, a collection of 
high-ranking magistrates 
and members of Biya's ad¬ 
ministration. The election 
occurred largely without 
Western election monitors 
The councilcalled the elec¬ 
tion free and fair despite 
securitychallenges. A close 
Biya aide, Dion Ngute, said 
he wasn't surprised by the 
win because the president 
is "very persevering ... who 
tells Cameroonians what 
can be done and what is 
not possible to be done." 
Opposition candidate 
Joshua Osih, who has 
compared the inability of 
English-speaking voters to 
reach the polls to South 
Africa's former system of 
apartheid, accused Biya 


of using the machinery of 
the state to ensure another 
term. 

Monday's troop deploy¬ 
ment was "intended to 
punish the majority of Cam¬ 
eroonians who are disgrun¬ 
tled with Biya's long stay in 
power and want him out," 
Osih said. 

Troops were seen at the 
homes of opposition can¬ 
didates Kanto and Cabral 
Ubii, who had urged Cam¬ 
eroonians to defend their 
rights if they feel cheated. 
The ministerof territorial ad¬ 
ministration, Paul Atanga 
Nji, said the troops were 
not meant to intimidate 
people but rather protect 
them from "politicians who 
are pushing naive youth to 
the streets" 

Dissatisfaction has been 
high in the English-speaking 
Southwest and Northwest, 
where analyst Ha ns De Ma¬ 


rie Heungoup with the Inter¬ 
nationa I Crisis Group said 
only a few counties' polling 
stationsopened. Biya didn't 
campaign there. 

"Nonna lly the head of state 
should be worried to be 
elected when two of the 
10 regions of the country 
almost have not participat¬ 
ed," Heungoup told the AP. 
"But in the reality of Camer¬ 
oon, the president doesn't 
care." 

The Anglophone unrest 
began after lawyers and 
teachers in the English- 
speaking regions peace¬ 
fully protested what they 
called creeping margin¬ 
alization by Cameroon's 
French-speaking majority. 
English-speakers make up 
about 20 percent of the 
population. 

After the government 
cracked down, armed 
separatists emerged and 
declared an independent 
state of Ambazonia. Civil¬ 
ians caught in the fighting 
have pleaded forpeace. 
Now everything depends 
on how Biya interprets his 
new mandate, Smon Mun- 
zu, a former U.N diplomat 
and coordinator of next 
month's Anglophone Gen¬ 
eral Conference, told the 
AP. The conference orga¬ 
nized by religious leaders 
focuses on a possible na¬ 
tional dia logue. 

If the president sees this 
as a chance to address 
Anglophone grievances 
"we should be optimistic," 
M unzu sa id. But if Biya, influ- 
enced by hardliners, sees 
the vote asapproval of the 
statusquo, "it will be a disas¬ 
ter. It will mean he adoptsa 
high-handed attitude, not 
wanting to talk to anybody 
... preferring to pursue the 
military approach.'□

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — In 

the lead up to Brazil's elec¬ 
tions, Peter Rooker strug¬ 
gled to find a presidential 
candidate he believed in 
out of a field of 13. He was 
sure of one thing, though: 
He would not vote for far- 
right congressman J air Bol¬ 
sonaro or Fernando Had¬ 
dad of the scandal-tainted 
leftist Workers' Pa rty. 

But it was precisely those 
two candidates who 
emerged from an incon¬ 
clusive first round of voting 
and will meet Oct. 28 in a 
runoff — and Rooker isn't 
happy about it. 

"I wish I could support a 
good candidate instead 
of having to choose the 
lesser of two evils," said the 
22-year-old event promot¬ 
er from the southern city of 
Curitiba. 

Rooker isn't alone. Twenty- 
five percent of voters sup¬ 
ported one of the other 
candidates in the Oct. 7 
first round. Because voting 
is mandatory in Latin Amer¬ 
ica's largest nation, those 
voters now must pick be¬ 
tween Bolsonaro and Had¬ 
dad, potentially swinging 
the election depending on 
what they decide. 

For many, that choice is 
excruciating, as polls have 
consistently indicated that 
both candidates have the 
highest rates of rejection 
- defined as when a po¬ 
tential voter says he or she 
will not support a particular 
candidate under any cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Bolsonaro, a former army 
captain, is reviled by many 
for his praise for Brazil's 


1964-1985 military dictator¬ 
ship, and foroffensive com¬ 
ments about gays, blacks 
and women. Haddad, the 
hand-picked successor to 
jailed former President Luiz 
Inacio Lula da Silva, is hurt 
by the relucta nee of ma ny 
to return to power the 
Worker's Party, which gov¬ 
erned Brazil from 2003 until 
early 2016. 

"Centrist voters are or¬ 
phans" right now, said 
Carlos Pereira, a political 
analyst with the think tank 
Getulio Vargas Foundation 
in Rio de J aneiro. 

Many Brazilians are ex¬ 
pressing their disdain for 
the candidates through 
memes, hashtagsand pro¬ 
file picture banners. After 
the first round, some Face- 
book users added a "Not 


him" frame to their photo, 
referring to Bolsonaro, while 
others put banners saying, 
"Not the Workers' Party" or 
"I'd rather pay a fine than 
vote." 

On the campaign trail both 
candidates hammer at 
what voters dislike about 
the other and no claim 
seems to go too far. Had¬ 
dad's team recently pub¬ 
lished a video likening Bol¬ 
sonaro to Adolf Hitler, while 
the far-right candidate 
uses his daily Facebook 
Live chats to compare 
the Workers' Party to North 
Korean or Venezuelan re¬ 
gimes. 

In the first round, Bolson¬ 
aro got 46 percent of the 
votes, compared to Had¬ 
dad's 29 percent. Heading 
into the second round, polls 


say Bolsona no's support has 
increased to nearly 60 per¬ 
cent. 

He has won widespread 
support by positioning him¬ 
self as the antithesis to the 
Workers' Party and much 
of the ruling establishment. 
He notes he has not been 
convicted of corruption - 
unlike many of Brazil's top 
politicians-and promisesto 
crack down on crime and 
fill his Cabinet with former 
and current genera Is. 
Hundreds of thousands 
have taken to the streets 
in recent weeks to oppose 
his policies and comments, 
while his supporters turned 
out for rallies across Brazil 
on Sunday. 

Opinions about the Work¬ 
ers' Party also divide the 
country. Many credit the 


administrations of da Silva, 
president in 2003-10, with 
lifting tens of millions out 
of poverty with social pro¬ 
grams while the country 
enjoyed a strong economy 
onthe backofa commodi¬ 
ties boom. 

Yet for many it's impossible 
to forget that the sprawl¬ 
ing 'Car Wash" corruption 
scandal involving kick- 
backs to politicians hap¬ 
pened while the party was 
in power. Brazil's economy 
also suffered its worst re¬ 
cession in decades under 
President Dilma Rousseff of 
the Workers' Pa rty, who was 
impeached and removed 
from office in 2016 for ille¬ 
gally managing the federal 
budget. Rousseff, da Silva's 
successor, has always de¬ 
nied wrongdoing. 

"I feel dirty voting for the 
Workers' Party after every¬ 
thing they've done, but Bol¬ 
sonaro is dangerous," said 
Rooker, who voted forcen- 
ter-left Ciro Gomes in the 
first round of voting. Gomes 
came in third. 

ForAnna Caroline Viana, a 
21-year-old student in the 
capital of Brasilia, migrat¬ 
ing from Gomes to Had¬ 
dad is not as tough. While 
she does not want to see 
the Workers' Party back in 
power, she is not opposed 
to Haddad, a former uni¬ 
versity professor and edu¬ 
cation minister who most 
considera moderate. 

Most importantly for her, 
Haddad is not Bolsonaro. "If 
the only wayto beata can¬ 
didate who diminishes me 
for my skin color and gen¬ 
der is to vote for the Work¬ 
ers' Pa rty, I will do that,"said 
Viana, who isblack.Q

A lot of fun for Los Angeles, 
frolicking at Fenway Park 
during a World Series work¬ 
out. 

Might not look, sound and 
feel so friendly come Game 
Ion Tuesday night. 

"It's a completely different 
atmosphere," Boston re- 
lieverHeath Hembree cau¬ 
tioned. "Are they going to 
feel the Monster breathing 
down on them?" 

Goes beyond the ballpark, 
too. 

"I think the biggest chal¬ 
lenge for a team coming 
in here is you're playing the 
Boston Red Sox," pitcher 
Nathan Eovaldi said, 
lhat'sthe part Clayton Ker¬ 
shaw will foe us on, trying to 
contain Mookie Betts, J .D.

'This ballpark definitely 
brings its challenges in 
terms of it's d ifferent. It's not 
your standard wall out in 
center field, just kind of a 
half-oval. We have ... nooks 
and crannies and some 
sharp edges and some dif¬ 
ferent things going on out 
there,"he said. "I could def¬ 


initely see how this could 
raise some challenges for 
a team that doesn't play 
here a lot." 

Fans saw that earlier in the 
playoffs.

McCutchen misplayed a 
carom in the AL Division 
Series.

surgery. 

During the AL Champion¬ 
ship Series, Houston left 
fielderMarwinGonzalezgot 
lost out there and banged 
hard into the scoreboard, 
which isn't padded. He was 
down fora while. 

'Crazy bounces, all the 
odd angles. Off the score- 
board, off the numbers," 
said Dodgers starter Rich 
Hill, who previously pitched 
for the Red Sox. 

'Oryou hookone down the 
line toward Pesky's Pole, 
it's probably less than 200 
feet down there," he said. 
'There'snot a park like this" 
Taylor made a sensa¬ 
tional catch in left-center 
field Saturday night as the 
Dodgers beat Milwaukee 
in Game 7 of the NLCS. He's 
played at Fenway, albeit a 
few years ago with Seattle. 
"I'll feel it out," he said. 

The Red Sox and Dodgers 
are meeting in the World 
Series for the first time 
since 1916. The Dodgers 
haven't played an inter¬ 
league game at Fenway 
since 2010, meaning Yasiel 
Puig, Cody Bellinger and 
Max Muncy will be getting 
their first looks on the field. 
Rookie Walker Buehler vis¬ 
ited a couple times while 
he played in the amateur 
Cape Cod League.

Former MLB star Dykstra pleads 
not guilty to threat c ha ige

ELIZABETH, N.j. (AP) — 

Ex-Major League Base¬ 
ball player Lenny Dykstra 
pleaded not guilty Mon¬ 
day to drug and terroristic 


threat charges stemming 
from an altercation with an 
Uber driver. 

The three-time All-Star, who 
played 12 seasons in the 


majors and was a mem¬ 
ber of the New York Mets' 
1986 championship team, 
told reporters as he left 
the courthouse he would 
"let the process handle it¬ 
self and the truth will come 
out." 

Dykstra was indicted this 
month on one count each 
of cocaine and meth- 
amphetamine possession 
and with making terroristic 
threats in connection with 
the May 23 incident in Lin¬ 
den, where he lives. 

All three crimes are punish¬ 


able by up to five years in 
prison. 

Dykstra claimed the driver 
tried to kidnap him after 
Dykstra asked to change 
the trip's destination. The 
driver allegedly told police 
Dykstra held a gun to his 
head, though no weapon 
was found. 

Police said they found the 
drugs in Dykstra's posses¬ 
sion. 

Dykstra's attorney, David 
Bahuriak, called the inci¬ 
dent "overblown" and said 
Dykstra is innocent. 


"Anyone who knows him, 
knows that," he told report¬ 
ers. "Lenny is a wild guy. 
Lenny is a man of the peo¬ 
ple, but Lenny's not a bad 
guy, he's not a violent guy 
and the evidence in this 
case isgoing to show that." 
Since retiring from baseball, 
Dykstra has served prison 
time for bankruptcy fraud, 
grand theft auto and mon¬ 
ey laundering. He declared 
bankruptcy in 2009, claim¬ 
ing he owed more than 
$31 million and had only 
$50,000 in assetsO

SINGAPORE (AP) — In a 

match between the last 
two U.S. Open champions, 
Sloane Stephens came out 
on top. 

The 2017 champion beat 
Naomi Osaka 7-5, 4-6, 6-1 
Monday at the W1A Finals, 
the season-ending tourna¬ 
ment forthe top eight play¬ 
ers in the world. 

Both players are making 
their debut appearances 
at the tournament, but 
Stephens appeared to 
be more composed while 
Osaka, who became the 
first Japanese citizen to 
win a Grand Slam title last 
month in New York, never 
seemed comfortable. 

"I'm just really happy to get 
through and play a good 
competitive match," Ste¬ 
phens said on court after 
the match. "I never gave 
up. I knew she's been play¬ 
ing well and I'd have to 
play really good tennis to 
beat her." 

Both players struggled to 


hold serve. Osaka was bro¬ 
ken on seven of 19 break¬ 
point opportunities, while 
Stephens was broken on 
four of 12. 

Stephens entered the tour¬ 
nament with 33 wins this 
season, the least of any 
of the eight qualifiers. She 
reached her second ca- 
reerGrand Slam final at this 
year's French Open, and 
won the Miami title. 

Osaka continually showed 
her frustration during the 
match. When she failed 
to capitalize on four break 
points in the fourth game of 
the second set, she made 
a visible shrugging gesture 
with both hands 
Stephensgifted the second 
setto Osaka when she dou¬ 
ble-faulted on a second 
set point in the 10th game. 
But Osaka appeared to 
be mentally fatigued and 
only managed to hold 
serve in the third game of 
the final set. Nevertheless, 
Osaka was encouraged in 


knowing she'll play at least 
two more matches in the 
round-robin format. 

"I took my five-minutes of 
being really sad," Osaka 
said. "I just tried to think that 
you leam more when you 
lose, so what can I leam 
from this match and try to 
apply it to the next match? 
"I think, in a way, that you 
can only get better every 
match you play." 

Kiki Bertens, who qualified 
for the draw when No. 1 
Smona Halep withdrew 
with a herniated disk in her 
back, fought back to beat 
top seed Angelique Kerber 
1-6, 6-3, 6-4. 

"I was really happy to turn 
this match around," Bertens 
said. "I had a little (on-court) 
chat with my coach when 
it wasn't going so well. We 
decided I should go a little 
bit more for my shots and 
be more aggressive." 

The first seven games of 
the third set were service 
breaks before Bertens held 


fora 5-3 lead. Kerber, a fi¬ 
nalist here in 2016, finally 
held in the ninth game, but 
couldn't prevent Bertens 
from serving outthe match. 
"I sta rted rea lly well a nd she 
started playing better and 
better and then I dropped 


a little bit with my intensity," 
Kerber said. "In the third set 
I had so many chances 
and I could n't take it." 
Kerber plays Osaka and 
Stephens takes on Bertens

the Browns (2-4-1) a NFL 
record-tying 24th consecu¬ 
tive road loss. 

Cleveland, which has 
played four overtime 
games this season — most 
for a team since Arizona 
won all four it played in 
2011, and tied for sec¬ 
ond most in NFL history — 
doesn't have a road victory 
since winning in overtime at 
Baltimore on Oct. 11, 2015.

Stephen Curry drove 
down the lane and passed 
to big man Damian Jones, 
who had his shot blocked 
from behind by Hemango¬ 
mez. 

The Nuggets improved to 
3-0 despite missing 18 free 
throws, including six in the 
final quarter. 

Nikola Jokic had 23 points, 
11 rebounds and six assist 
in his bid fora triple-double 
on a second straight night. 
"Fhe 3-0 sta rt is Denver's best 
since the 2009-10 squad 
led by Carmelo Anthony 
and Chauncey Billups be¬ 
gan 5-0. This victory was 
driven by defense. 


Denver was sluggish in the 
second game of a back- 
to-back but turned up the 
defensive intensity, "fhe 
Nuggets forced 18 turn¬ 
overs. 

No surprise, Curry hit three 
straight 3-pointers in a 1:11 
span to lead the come¬ 
back. He finished with 30 
points and had six 3-point¬ 
ers to move him past Paul 
Pierce for sixth place on the 
NBA's career list. 

Draymond Green had a 
chance to tie the game 
at 99-all with 9.6 seconds 
remaining, but his second 
free throw rolled out.

Holcomb predicts the mu¬ 
seum will be a global draw, 


describing Bird as "Larry the 
Legend — Indiana's favor¬ 
ite son." 

'To have this museum, 
which symbolizes what be¬ 
ing a Hoosier is all about 
— hard work, determina¬ 
tion and striving to be the 
best — and to have that 
in Terre Haute, that's just a 
match made in heaven 
and I can't wait to see it," 
Holcomb said. 

Bird grew up in French Uck, 
Indiana. He created ex¬ 
citement during his days 
at Indiana State University 
in Terre Haute when he led 
the school to the NCAA title 
game in 1979, although the

In the first round, Andrade 
dropped Kautondokwa 
with stra ig ht left ha nd while 
Kautondokwa was off bal¬ 
ance. 

Andrade sent Kautondok¬ 
wa to the canvas again in 
the third with an overhand 
left that landed on the top 
of his opponent's head. 
Ihe knockdown followed 
Kautondokwa's first signifi¬ 
cant offense of the fight, 
three punchesto the body. 
In the fourth, Andrade 
scored two more knock¬ 
downs, both with left hands 
to the head. 

He kept hisdistanee forthe 


rest of the fight, landing 
quick combinations to end 
most rounds and avoiding 
most of Kautondokwa's re¬ 
turn shots. 

"After the fourth round, he 
went into cruise control," 
said Eddie Heam of Match- 
room Boxing, Andrade's 
promoter. 

Andrade said he entered 
the fight with an injured left 
shoulder. 

"It'sa little injury,"he said. "It 
bothered me for about a 
week." 


Andrade, of Providence, 
Rhode Island, previously 
held in the WBO and World 
Boxing Association junior 
middleweight titles. He was 
also a member of the 2008 
US Olympic Team. 

Ka uto nd o kwa, the WBO Af¬ 
rican middleweight cham¬ 
pion, dropped to 17-1 with 
16 knockouts 

Kautondokwa, 32, was a 
replacement for Billy Joe 
Saunders. Saunders tested 
positive for oxilofrine, a 
stimulant, in a drug test ad¬ 


ministered by the Voluntary 
Anti-Doping Agency. Ihe 
WBO stripped Saunders of 
his title afterthe Massachu¬ 
setts State Athletic Com¬ 
mission declined to give 
him a license in a hearing 
on Oct. 9. 

"It was definitely an ad¬ 
justment," Andrade said. 
"(Kautondokwa) was big¬ 
ger, taller, longer. Saunders 
is a slick southpaw. That's 
where my amateur back¬ 
ground helps. You step on 
a scale, you fight whoever 
they tell you to fight." 

Heam said Andrade is likely 
to fight again in J anuary or 
February. Eventually, Heam 
and Anadrade would like a 
fight with WBA champion 
Canelo Alvarez, who re¬ 
cently signed an 11-fight, 
five-year contract with 
DAZN, the online streaming 
platform that broadcast 
Andrade's fig ht. 

'Canelo has an 11-fight 
deal," Heam said. 'One of 
them will be against An¬ 
drade." 

The fight was one of three 
world title bouts on the 
card.

League of Legends eyes U.& 
boost with 'Espoits 101' show

NEW YORK (AP) — Espoits 
fans are gathering by the 
thousands in South Korea 
this month to watch the 
world's top League of Leg¬ 
ends players show off their 
skill and expertise. 

In the United States, the 
game's publisher is hop¬ 
ing to draw a more casual 
crowd by starting with an 
important question: What is 
League of Legends? 

TBS will air a one-hour "Es- 
ports 101" special about 
the world's most-played PC 
video game Friday night in 
conjunction with League 
of Legends developer Riot 
Games. Turner Sports is 
publicizing the production 
as a "lighthearted, acces¬ 
sible introduction" to the 
game, which boasts 14 
professional leagues and 
over 850 salaried athletes 
worldwide. 

The show is part of an ef¬ 
fort by Riot to increase the 
game's presence in Amer¬ 
ica. League of Legends, a 
fantasy-based multiplayer 
online battle arena game, 
has been the world's most 
popular esport since its in¬ 
troduction in 2009. But inter¬ 
est in the U.S. has recently 


slumped a bit. 

'We're trying to find ways to 
demonstrate that League 
is still here, League is still a 
great game to play," said 
Chris Hopper, Riot's North 
American head of esports. 
'Our esport is incredibly 
competitive and has a lot 
to add to anyone who 
wants a deeper experi¬ 
ence out of their game or 
esport of choice. Forus, this 
piece fits right into that." 
The game's professional 
ranks have always been 
dominated by Asian clubs. 
Two Asian teams have met 
in every world champion¬ 
ship final since the tourna¬ 
ment began in 2012, with 
South Korean franchises 
winning all but one of those 
titles 

No team from North Amer¬ 
ica has ever advanced 
beyond the quarterfinals, 
though Cloud9 could be¬ 
come the first this week¬ 
end. 

North American team own¬ 
ers identified the U.S. ama¬ 
teur system as a concern 
when they met this summer, 
especially atthe lowest lev¬ 
els. Part of addressing that 
includes attracting more 
young players. Airing an in¬ 
troduction to the game on 


TBS might help encourage 
curious teens to give the 
free computer game a try 
— and generate some in¬ 
terest ahead of the Nov. 3 
world championship final in 
Incheon, South Korea. 

The show will focus on the 
game itself, plusthe culture 
and history surrounding it. 
The show will airat 11 p.m., 
which Hopper believes is 
a good time for the target 
audience of college and 
high school students. The 
program eventually will be 
available on Twitch, Ama¬ 
zon's online streaming plat¬ 
form that has much of the 
world'stop esports content. 
Esports fans are accus¬ 
tomed to using Twitch for 
gaming content, butgame 
developers and televi¬ 
sion networks are eagerto 
bring some programming 
to more traditional outlets 
Craig Barry, the chief con¬ 
tent officeratTumerSports, 
calls esports a "monster 
niche" and thinks TBS can 
play a role in its growing 
ecosystem.

Clegg will particularly 
be called upon to help 
Facebook grapple with a 
changing regulatory land¬ 
scape globally. EU regula- 
torsare interested in reining 
in mostly American tech 
giants who they blame for 
avoiding tax, stifling com¬ 
petition and encroaching 
on privacy rights. 

In a post on his Facebook 
page, Clegg described 
the company as being not 
just part of many people's 
lives, "but also at the heart 
of some of the most com¬ 
plex and difficult questions 
we face as a society: the 
privacy of the individual; 
the integrity of our demo¬ 


cratic process; the tensions 
between local cultures 
and the global internet; 
the balance between free 
speech and prohibited 
content; the power and 
concerns around artificial 
intelligence; and the well¬ 
being of ourchildren. 

"I believe that Facebook 
must continue to play a role 
in finding answers to those 


questions - not by acting 
alone in Silicon Valley, but 
by working with people, or¬ 
ganizations, governments 
and regulators around the 
world to ensure that tech¬ 
nology isa force forgood," 
he wrote. 

It's not the first time a major 
corporation or non-profit 
has poached a former 
political leader to offer 


clarity on the inner work¬ 
ings of government. After 
wrapping up his work as 
president of the European 
Commission, Jose Manuel 
Barroso joined Goldman 
Sachs as non-executive 
chairman in 2016. Former 
German chancellor Ger¬ 
hard Schroederwent on to 
chair oil company Rosneft; 
former U.K. Foreign Secre¬ 


tary David Miliband moved 
to New York to become 
CEO of the International 
Rescue Committee. Tech 
companies have been 
poaching British talent for 
yearsaswell, though Clegg 
appears to be the highest- 
ranking departure to date.

Medtronic co-founder who

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — Ea ri 

Bakken, an electronics 
repairman who created 
the first wearable exter¬ 
nal pacemaker and co¬ 
founded one of the world's 


largest medical device 
companies, Medtronic, 
has died. He was94. 
Bakken, who also commer¬ 
cialized the first implant¬ 
able pacemaker in 1960, 


died Sunday at his home in 
Hawaii, Medtronic said in a 
statement. It didn't give a 
cause of death. 

Bakken and his brother- 
in-law, Palmer Hermund- 
slie, formed Medtronic in 
1949 and turned it from a 
struggling company they 
ran out of the Hermundlie 
family's Minneapolis ga¬ 
rage into a multinational 
medical technology pow¬ 
erhouse. 

"The contributions Earl 
made to the field of medi¬ 
cal technology simply can¬ 
not be overstated," said 
Medtronic's chairman and 
CEO, Omarlshrak. "Hisspirit 
will live on with us as we 
work to fulfill the mission he 
wrote nearly 60 years ago 


— to alleviate pain, restore 
health, and extend life." 
Bakken, who led the com¬ 
pany for 40 years, was fit¬ 
ted forhisown pacemaker 
in 2001 and a replacement 
in 2009. 

One of the men who fol¬ 
lowed Bakken as chief ex¬ 
ecutive, Harvard manage¬ 
ment professorBill George, 
said Bakken made sure 
that Medtronic's future 
leaders followed the com¬ 
pany's original values, 
whic h a re la id out in its mis¬ 
sion statement. 

"He was a remarkable hu¬ 
man being, a visionary 25 
years ahead of his time," 
George told the Star Tri¬ 
bune. "He was a graduate 
of the University of Minne¬ 


sota, the pioneer of one 
of our strongest industries, 
and really stood for all 
the values that Minnesota 
stands for." 

Bakken and Hermundslie, 
who was married to the sis¬ 
ter of Bakken's wife at the 
time, formed Medtronic to 
repairand modify hospital 
equipment. The company 
mixed fixing Wsand selling 
other companies' medi¬ 
cal devices with its most 
important work: custom- 
made medical devices 
In 1958, University of Min¬ 
nesota heart surgeon Dr. 
C. Walton Ullehei asked 
Bakken to make a battery- 
powered pacemaker that 
could keep babies with ir¬ 
regular hea rtbeats a live.Q

NEWARK, N.J. (AP) — Has¬ 
bro, wrestling with the de¬ 
mise of Toys R Us and elu¬ 
sive shoppers spending 
a lot more on high-tech 
gadgets, fell well short of 
third-quarter expectations 
Monday and said it will cut 
some jobsto save costs 
The toy maker, whose 
brands include Monopo¬ 
ly and Play-Doh, did not 
specify the exact number 
of layoffs, but said it will af- 
fecta "mid-single digit"per¬ 
centage of its worldwide 
workforce. Hasbro had 
about 5,400 employees at 
the end of last year; a 5 
percent cut would put the 
layoffs at about 270 jobs 
Hasbro said it will absorb 
charges of as much as $60 
million in the next quarter 
related to paying sever¬ 
ance. 

Mattel, Hasbro's rival, said 
in July that it would cut 
more than 2,200 jobs Both 
toy makers have acknowl¬ 


edged they've been hurt 
this year by the shuttering 
of Toys R Us stores, the larg¬ 
est independent toy seller 
in the world. 

It is the first full quarterthat 
the company has been 
without Toys R Us as a cus¬ 
tomer. 

"We continue to believe 
this is a near-term retail dis¬ 
ruption that will last for the 
next few quarters," Chair¬ 
man and CEO Brian Gold- 
ner said during a confer¬ 
ence call. 

Sales of games and toys at 
brick-and-mortar stores fell 
in the quarter, but Goldner 
said that online point-of- 
sale climbed by the high- 
single digits at the same 
time. 

The lost Toys R Us revenue 
hurt Hasbro most notably 
in the U.S., Europe, Austra¬ 
lia and Asia, contributing to 
the company's 12 percent 
revenue decline overall for 
the quarter. Goldner said 
the company has recap¬ 


tured about one third of 
the U.S. and Canada Toys 
R Us revenues heading into 
the holiday. 

'We are successfully man¬ 
aging retail inventory and 
it is down significantly in the 
U.S. and in Europe, where 
we are aggressively work¬ 
ing to clear excess inven¬ 
tory by year end," Goldner 


said. 

Hasbro Inc.'s third-quarter 
eamings slipped to $263.9 
million, or $2.06 per share. 
Adjusted for pretax gains, 
per-share eamings were 
$1.93, fa r below Wa II Street 
projections for per-share 
eamings of $2.24, accord¬ 
ing to a survey by Tacks In¬ 
vestment Research. 


Revenue of $1.57 billion 
also missed analyst expec¬ 
tations for $1.71 billion. Has¬ 
bro experienced a 24 per¬ 
cent drop in international 
revenue, with Europe fall¬ 
ing 29 percent, Latin Amer¬ 
ica slipping 16percentand 
the Asia Pacific region de¬ 
clining 14 percent. 

Tablets and smartphones 
have become the most 
desired toys in many house¬ 
holds, and that is taking a 
toll on the sale of more tra¬ 
ditional playthings.

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Melting glacier in China draws tourists, climate worries

(AP) —"The loud crack rang 
out from the fog above 
the Baishui No. 1 Glacier 
asa stone shard careened 
down the ice, flying past 
Chen Yanjun as he oper¬ 
ated a GPSdevice. 

More projectiles were tum¬ 
bling down the hulk of ice 
that scientists say is one of 
the world's fastest melting 
glaciers 

"We should go," said the 
30-year-old geologist. 'The 
first rule is safety." 

Chen hiked away and onto 
a barren landscape once 
buried beneath the gla¬ 
cier. Now there is exposed 
rock littered with oxygen 
tanks discarded by tour¬ 
ists visiting the 15,000-foot 
(4,570-meter) -high blanket 
of ice in southern C hina. 
Millions of people each 
yea rare drawn to Baishui's 
frosty beauty on the south¬ 
eastern edge of the Third 

Pole_a region in Central 

Asia with the world's third- 
la rgest store of ice after 
Antarctica and Green¬ 
land that's roughly the size 
of Texas and New Mexico 
combined. 

Third Pole glaciers are vital 
to billions of people from 
Vietnam to Afghanistan. 

Asia's 10 largest rivers _ 

including the Yangtze, Yel¬ 
low, Mekong, and Gan¬ 
ges_are fed by seasonal 

melting. 

'You're talking about one 
of the world's largest fresh¬ 
water sources," said Ashley 
Johnson, energy program 
manager at the National 
Bureau of Asian Research, 
an American think tank. 
"Depending on how it 
melts, a lot of the freshwa¬ 
ter will be leaving the re¬ 
gion for the ocean, which 
will have severe impactson 
waterand food security." 


Earth is today 1 degree 
Centigrade (1.8 Fahren¬ 
heit) hotter than pre-indus¬ 
trial levels because of cli¬ 
mate change _ enough 

to melt 28 to 44 percent 
of glaciers worldwide, ac¬ 
cording to a new report by 
the U.N. Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change. 
Temperatures are expect¬ 
ed to keep rising. 

Baishui is about as close to 
the equatorasTampa, Flor¬ 
ida. And the impacts of cli¬ 
mate change already are 
dramatic. 

The glacier has lost 60 per¬ 
cent of its mass and shrunk 
250 meters (820 feet) since 
1982, according to a 2018 
report in the Journal of 
Geophysical Research. 
Scientists found in 2015 
that 82 percent of glaciers 
surveyed in China had re¬ 
treated. They warned that 
the effects of glacier melt¬ 
ing on water resources are 


gradually becoming "in¬ 
creasingly serious" for Chi¬ 
na. 

'China has always had a 
freshwater supply prob¬ 
lem with 20 percent of the 
world's population but only 
7 percent of its freshwater," 
said Jonna Nyman, an en¬ 
ergy security lecturer at 
the University of Sheffield. 
'That's heightened by the 
impactof climate change." 
For years, scientists have 
observed global warm¬ 
ing change Jade Dragon 
Snow Mountain in the Chi¬ 
nese province ofYunnan. 
One research team has 
tracked Baishui's retreat 
of about 30 yards (27 me¬ 
ters) per yea rover the past 
decade. Flowers, such as 
snow lotus, have rooted in 
exposed earth, says Wang 
Shijin, a glaciologist and di¬ 
rector of the Yulong Snow 
Mountain Glacial and En¬ 
vironmental Observation 
Research Station, part of a 
network run by the C hinese 
Academy of Sciences. 
Nestled into a suburb of Liji- 
ang, population 1.2 million, 
the station is ho me to Wang 
and his team: geologist 
and drone operatorChen, 
postgraduate glaciology 
student Zhou Lanyue and 
electrical engineer Zhang 
Xing, a private contractor. 


After breakfast, the team 
heads off by van for the 
day's mission. A cable car 
carriesthem up to a majes¬ 
tic view of the J ade Drag¬ 
on Snow Mountain. 

The team shuffles past a 

line of tourists_ many in 

red ponchos, most suck¬ 
ing oxygen canisters, a few 
vomiting from altitude sick¬ 
ness_before descending 

to replace a broken mete¬ 
orological station. 

The team operates remote 
sensorsthat collect data on 
temperature, wind speed, 
rainfall, and humidity. Oth¬ 
er sensors measure water 
flow in streams fed by melt¬ 
ed ice. Cold, downpours, 
rock slides, gales and gla¬ 
cier movement break the 
equipment. 

"It is not easy to encounter 
good weatherhere,"Wang 
said. 

This weather will ensure 
Yunnan has plenty of fresh¬ 
water while other glacier 
loss poses serious risk of 
drought across the Third 
Pole, he said. 

The next day, the team 
wore crampons while re¬ 
pairing more sensors scat¬ 
tered across the glacier's 
crags. 

'Where we're at right now 
was back in 2008 all cov¬ 
ered with ice," Wang said. 


"From here to there at the 
side, the glacier shrank 
about 20 to 30 meters. The 
shrinking is very remark¬ 
able." ’ 

The team forded streams 
and jumped crevasses in 
search of long iron bars 
they previously embed¬ 
ded in the ice. GPS tells 
them how much the bars, 
and thus the glacier, have 
moved. They also measure 
how much height the gla¬ 
cier has lost during the sum¬ 
mer. 

Back on the viewing plat¬ 
form, Che launched a buzz¬ 
ing camera drone overthe 
white expanse. The photo¬ 
graphs help tell a story of 
staggering loss. A quarter 
of its ice has vanished since 
1957 along with four of its 
19 glaciers, researchers 
have found. 

Changesto the Baishui pro¬ 
vide the opportunity to ed¬ 
ucate visitors about global 
wa rming, Wa ng sa id. 

Last year, 2.6 million tour¬ 
ists visited the mountain, 
according to Yulong Snow 
Mountain park officials. 

On blustery day recently, 
hundredsoftouristsc limbed 
wooden stairs through grey 
fog to snap selfiesin front of 
the glacier. 

Flou Yugang said he wasn't 
too bothered over climate 
change and Baishui's melt¬ 
ing. "I don't think about it 
now because it still has a 
long way to go," he said. 

To protect the glacier, au¬ 
thorities have limited the 
number of visitors to 10,000 
a day and have banned 
hiking on the ice. They plan 
to manufacture snow and 
to dam streams to increase 
humid ity that slows melting. 
Security guard Yang Sha- 
ofeng has witnessed a 
warming world melting this 
mountain, which his local 
Naxi minority community 
considers sacred. 

Yang remembers being 
able to see the glacier's 
lowest edge from his home 
village. No longer. 

"Only when we climb up 
canwesee it,"hesaid sadly, 
as tourists lined up to have 
their names engraved on 
medallions bearing the gla¬ 
cier's image. 

The etching is already 
outdated.□

We both lost our virginity 
to Brad Hall," referring to 
Louis-Dreyfus' husband and 
formerSNLcastmate sitting 
next to the honoree. Fey 
praised the "secret preci¬ 
sion" of Louis-Dreyfus' com¬ 
edy and her willingness to 
make her Seinfeld charac¬ 
ter so flawed. 

'Julia let Elaine be self¬ 
ish and petty and sarcas¬ 
tic and a terrible, terrible 
dancer," Fey said. 'Julia's 
never been afraid to be 
unlikable-not on screen 
and not in person."

"As 
soon as she opened her 
mouth, I knew she was the 
one." 

Seinfeld also credited Louis- 
Dreyfus for having the con¬ 
fidence and strength of 
personality to hold her own 
on what he called "a very 
male show." 

That confidence was evi¬ 
dent very early for Louis- 
Dreyfus, who said she knew 
as a young child that she 
had a giftforcomedy. 


'The first time I really knew 
was when I stuffed raisins 
in my nose and my mother 
laughed. I ended up in the 
emergency room because 
they wouldn't come out!" 
Louis-Dreyfus said before 
the ceremony. 

Comedian Kumail Nanjiani 
grew up in Pakistan and 
never saw an episode of 
"Seinfeld" until he immigrat¬ 
ed to the U.Sasan adult. 
"But I became a huge fan 
as soon as I moved here," 
he said. 

The co-writer of the movie 
'The Big Sick" particularly 
recalls her iconic, slightly 
convulsive "Elaine Benes 
dance"on the show, which 
he credits to Louis-Dreyfus' 
gift forphysical comedy. 
'There are some come¬ 
dians who think physical 
comedy is beneath them," 
he said.

Grisham takes leaders on journey Id 
Deep South in new novel

Reckoning."The main char¬ 
acter, Pete Banning, was 
a prisoner of war in World 
War II. He was presumed 
dead at one point, so 
when he came home, the 


entire town celebrated. 
That makes it all the more 
shocking when he heads 
to his church one morning 
and kills the Rev. Dexter 
Bell. He does nothing to 
hide the murder, so it isn't a 
surprise when he'sarrested. 
Banning's defense attor¬ 
ney demands answers as 
to why he shot Bell, but he 
refuses to talk. He doesn't 
want to plead insanity, and 


he replies to every ques¬ 
tion with, "I have nothing to 
say." His family has no idea 
what happened to prompt 
such drastic action, but he 
won't even talk to his wife 
and children. There's a sus¬ 
picion that Bell might have 
been a little too friendly to 
Banning's wife while Pete 
wasoverseas. 

The quest for justice is only 
the beginning in this South¬ 


ern-family saga. Readers 
expecting Grisham's usual 
themes of justice and cor¬ 
rupt lawyers won't be dis¬ 
appointed, but he does 
so much more this time 
around. Grisham takes a 
snapshot of a chaotic time 
and showcases the world 
of law and the lack of 
equality for everyone and 
wraps it in a family-saga

IDS ANGELES (AP) — Ma Ic¬ 
ing a movie about Neil 
Armstrong may not neces¬ 
sarily be on par with, say, 
successfully landing on the 
moon but the pressure in¬ 
volved isn't a giant leap 
from that either. 

There are astronauts who 
were there, for one, in Mi¬ 
chael Collins and Buzz Al- 
drin, in addition to all the 
people who were on the 
ground at NASA ready 
jump on any inaccuracies. 
There's the near-mythic 
weight that that achieve¬ 
ment of being the first man 
to walk on the moon holds 
For film fans, there's the 
"2001: A Space Odyssey" 
factor. And then there's 
the fact that Armstrong, 
who died in 2012 at age 
82, while a stickler for facts, 
didn't like to talk much 
a bout himself — even to his 
own family. 

Butitwasa challenge direc¬ 
tor Damien Chazelle ("La 
La Land") and screenwriter 
Josh Singer ('Spotlight") 
were willing to take on. 
Chazelle envisioned a doc¬ 
umentary-style approach 
to telling Armstrong's story 


in "First Man," now play¬ 
ing nationwide, with Ryan 
Gosling in the lead role. 
He wanted to strip away 
the glossy romanticism 
from early space travel 
and make it a bout the real 
men, with real families, and 
the very real danger of this 
dream to go to the moon. 
"If'2001' is the grand movie- 


movie treatment of space 
and the greatest possible 
version of that, you're never 
going to beat that," Cha¬ 
zelle said. "(We thought), 
could we do the docu¬ 
mentary version of that? 
Could we do the gritty, 
camera on the shoulder, 16 
mm, cinema verite version 
of space and make it feel 
like D.A. Pennebaker had 
crawled into the capsule 
with the astronauts?" 

To achieve this goal, pro¬ 
duction designer Nathan 
Crowley ("Dunkirk") and his 
team built full-scale repli¬ 
cas of capsules from Gem¬ 
ini and Apollo missions, the 
X-15 aircraft and the multi¬ 
axis trainer— practical sets 
so Chazelle could put his 
star, camera and the audi¬ 
ence right in the claustro¬ 
phobic action and shake 
them all a little while space 
imagery played outside the 
windows on LED screens 
'Contrary to what you 
mig ht think it wa s fun," G os- 
ling said with a chuckle. 
Beyond the physical chal¬ 
lenges of the role, Gosling 
had to also embody the 
man, without much to work 
with. 

"Even though it was hard to 
leam personal things a bout 
him, I respected it every 
step of the way. He was the 
most famous person on the 
planetand somehow man¬ 
aged to keep the foe us on 
the missions themselves, on 
the hundreds of thousands 


of people who helped 
make it possible," Gosling 
said. 

"I don't think it was just to 
be evasive, I feel asthough 
he had this incredible abil¬ 
ity to see everything within 
its larger context. He could 
see one giant leap in a 
small step." 

They weren't flying blind, 
either. They had James 
Hansen's official biography, 
"First Man: The Life of Neil 
A. Armstrong"to work from, 
buttherewasa lot of sifting 
that needed to be done to 
find the story. 

'The good news with J im 
is the book got everything 
right. The bad news is it's a 
little encyclopedic," Singer 
laughed. "It's not the easi¬ 
est read." 

So Singer set out trying to 
distill and dramatize (but 
still accurately depict) a 
seven-year period, starting 
with the death of Neil and 
Janet Armstrong's 2-year- 
old daughter Karen, and 
ending with the moon land¬ 
ing. Singer realized that 
tragedy surrounded Arm¬ 
strong. He'd lose a number 
offriendsand colleaguesin 
a short period of time, from 
plane crashesto the Apollo 
1 fire, and have a few near¬ 
death experiences himself, 
including the less-remem¬ 
bered Gemini 8 mission. 
"We're trying to puncture 
a narrative that's been 
around NASA for a long 
time that said this was easy 


or this was superhero busi¬ 
ness," Singer said. "No, this 
was an ordinary American 
guyand hisordinaryAmeri¬ 
can wife trying to make 
it through this incredible 
challenging moment." 

A key factor was getting 
the support of Armstrong's 
sons, Rick Armstrong and 
Mark Armstrong, who were 
always available to Singer 
and Gosling and anyone 
else who had any ques¬ 
tions, about them, their 
mom (who is played by Brit¬ 
ish actress Claire Foy) and 
their dad. 

"One of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges of the film was 
knowing they were going 
to see it in the end and 
they weren't going to see 
a film about historical fig¬ 
ures, they would see their 
parents and themselves," 
Gosling said. "It was a Iso an 
invaluable asset to have 
them there. I can't really 
imagine doing it without 
them." 

Rick and Mark Armstrong 
were relieved that the film- 
makerscared aboutaccu- 
racy (technical and emo¬ 
tional), and helped provide 
crucial details for one of 
the film's most heartbreak¬ 
ing scenes, when Neil Arm¬ 
strong tells his young sons 
that there is a chance that 
he might not survive. But 
they're most excited about 
audiences getting to see 
something else — their 
dad's humor. 

"He was a pretty funny guy 
and I was really glad that 
that came through," said 
Rick Armstrong. "He had a 
very dry wit." 

AsGeminiand Apollo train¬ 
er Frank Hughes described 
it to Singer, "if you weren't 
paying attention, you'd 
miss it." 

One of the funnier scenes 
wasn't even initially in the 
film. It was Gosling who 
stumbled on the fact that 
Armstrong was a fan of mu¬ 
sic a Is and even wrote one 
in college. He asked Singer 
why that element wasn't in 
the script. After 10 minutes 
of writing, it was. 

"I felt like it helped add 
colorto a person who was 
very, very layered and 
complicated and fascinat¬ 
ing and wastoo humble to 
share that,"Gosling saidO

LONDON (AP) — Stephen 
Hawking was a cosmic vi¬ 
sionary, a figure of inspira¬ 
tion and a global celebrity. 
His unique status is reflect¬ 
ed in an upcoming auction 
of some of the late physi¬ 
cist's possessions: It includes 
complex scientific papers, 
one of the world's most 
iconic wheelchairs and a 
script from 'The Simpsons." 
The online sale announced 
Monday by auctioneer 
Christie's features 22 items 
from Hawking, including his 
doctoral thesis on the ori¬ 
gins of the universe, some 
of his many awards, and 
scientific papers such as 
'Spectrum of Wormholes" 
and "Fundamental Break¬ 
down of Physics in Gravita¬ 
tional Collapse." 

Thomas Venning, head of 
books and manuscripts at 
Christie's, said the papers 
'trace the development of 
his thought — this brilliant, 
electrifying intelligence." 
'You can see each ad¬ 
vance as he produced it 
and introduced it to the 
scientific community," Ven¬ 
ning said. 


Of course, Hawking's fame 
restsonly partly on his scien¬ 
tific status as the cosmolo- 
gistwho put black holeson 
the map. 

Diagnosed with motorneu- 
ron disease at 22 and given 
just a few years to live, he 


survived for decades, dy¬ 
ing in March at 76. 

The auction includes one 
of five existing copies of 
Hawking's 1965 Cambridge 
University Ph.D. thesis, 
"Properties of Expanding 
Universes," which carries an 


estimated price of 100,000 
pounds to 150,000 pounds 
($130,000 to $195,000). 
Venning said the the¬ 
sis, signed by Hawking in 
handwriting made shaky 
by his illness, is both a key 
document in the physicist's 


scientific evolution and a 
glimpse into his personal 
story. 

"He was diagnosed with 
ALS (amyotrophic lateral 
sclerosis) just as he arrived 
in Cambridge to begin 
his Ph.D. studies," Venning 
said. "He gave up his stud¬ 
ies for a time because he 
wasso despondent. 

The thesis "was the fruit of 
him reapplying himself to 
his scientific work," Venning 
said, and Hawking "kept it 
beside him for the rest of 
his life." The disease even¬ 
tually left Hawking almost 
completely paralyzed. He 
communicated through 
a voice-generating com¬ 
puter and moved in a se¬ 
ries of high-tech wheel¬ 
chairs. One is included in 
the sale, with an estimated 
price of 10,000 pounds to 
15,000 pounds ($13,000 to 
$19,500). Proceeds from its 
sale will go to two charities, 
the Stephen Hawking Foun¬ 
dation and the Motor Neu¬ 
rone Disease Association. 
Venning said the wheel¬ 
chair became a symbol 
not just of disability but of 
Hawking's "puckish sense of 
humor.'O 


2 rarely seen Hemingway stories coming out

NEW YORK (AP) — Two Er¬ 
nest Hemingway stories 
written in the mid-1950s 
and rarely seen since will 
be published next year. 

The director of Heming¬ 
way's literary estate, Mi¬ 
chael Katakis, told The As¬ 
sociated Press recently that 
'The Monument" and "Indi¬ 
an Country and the White 
Army" will be included with 
a special reissue of the au- 
thor'sclassic "ForWhomthe 
Bell Tolls." The new edition 
also will include the story 
"A Room on the Garden 
Side," which had been little 
known beyond the schol¬ 
arly community before The 
Strand Magazine published 
it overthe summer. 

"For Whom the Bell Tolls: 
The Hemingway Ubrary Edi¬ 
tion" is scheduled for the 
summer of 2019. The cel¬ 
ebrated novel, set during 


the Spanish Civil War, was 
in the newsearlierthisyear. 
It was a favorite of Sen. 
John McCain, who died in 
August, and the title of an 
HBO documentary about 
the Arizona Republican 
and Vietnam War veteran. 
Katakis, whose "Ernest 
Hemingway: Artifacts from 
a Ufe"comesoutthisweek, 
has overseen numerous 
posthumous projects He 
has worked in coordina¬ 
tion with the author's son, 
Patrick Hemingway, on reis¬ 
sues of "A Moveable Feast," 
"Green Hills of Africa" and 
other books, along with the 
controversial publication of 
'True at First Light," which 
Ernest Hemingway had left 
unfinished when he killed 
himself in 1961. 

"I've been talking to Patrick 
fora long time and we al¬ 
ways ask the same ques¬ 
tion, 'Is there a reason for 
this to be released?"' Kata-

kissaid during a telephone 
interview.

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Hurricane Michael could sour Honda'stupelo honey harvest

MIAMI (AP) — Hurricane 
Michael toppled beehives 
and stripped flowering 
plants across Florida's Pan¬ 
handle, threatening tupelo 
honey production in a tiny 
community that is the pri¬ 
mary source of the sweet 
delicacy. 

Tankertrucks of com syrup 
and tens of thousands of 
pounds of synthetic pol¬ 
len are being rushed to 
beekeepers from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the Georgia 
state line to feed surviving 
bee colonies that also pol¬ 
linate crops such as water¬ 
melons, cantaloupes and 
blueberries. 

"Just feeding my bees is 
the biggest concern," said 
Gary Adkison, a Wewahi¬ 
tchka beekeeper. 'There's 
no nectar." 

Adkison, who named his 
Blue-Eyed Girt Honey for his 
granddaughter, lost about 
50 of his 150 hives to the 
storm, each containing 
30,000 to 40,000 bees. Un¬ 
like other beekeepers who 
move their colonies to pol¬ 
linate crops as far away as 
California, Adkison keeps 
his hives local year-round. 
'To be honest, I didn't ex¬ 
pect this much damage," 
he said. 


About 500 beekeepers are 
registered in Florida’s Pan¬ 
handle, with more than 1.2 
billion beesin theircolonies, 
according to the University 
of Florida's Institute of Food 
and Agricultural Sciences. 
They range from hobby¬ 
ists to mom-and-pop busi¬ 
nesses to large commercial 
operations 

Although Florida also pro¬ 
duces honey from orange 
blossoms, gallberries and 
wildflowers, the honey from 
white tupelo gum trees 


ranks highest in price and 
flavor. 

The trees grow in remote 
swamps in northwestern 
Florida and southern Geor¬ 
gia, but are most profuse 
along the Apalachicola 
Riverin Florida'sGulf Coun¬ 
ty. The heart of tupelo hon¬ 
ey production is Wewahi¬ 
tchka, a one-stoplight town 
about 15 miles (25 kilome¬ 
ters) inland from where Mi¬ 
chael made landfall Oct. 
10 with 155-mph (250-kph) 
winds. 

"Everybody hasa jarof it on 
their kitchen table," Adki¬ 
son said. 

Now, he added, everyone 
worries how Michael would 
affect the star of the an¬ 
nual Tupelo Honey Festival, 
which draws thousands of 
people in May. 

Van Morrison's song about 
a girl "as sweet as tupelo 
honey, just like honey from 
the bee" captures its dis¬ 
tinct nature: True tupelo 
honey is bottled more or 
less straight from the hive, 
without heating or blend¬ 
ing with other honeys. It 
does not crystalize, remain¬ 
ing a smooth, golden liquid. 
"It's got a fruity, floral burst 
of flavor," said Brian Berton- 
neau, owner of Wewahi- 
tchka-based Smiley Honey. 
"It's just a happy dance in 
your mouth." 

The trees bloom for only 
three weeks starting in mid- 
April. 

Beekeepers and business 
owners like Bertonneau, 


whose operations shut 
down without electricity or 
internet access after Mi¬ 
chael, are anxious to find 
out what kind of spring har¬ 
vest they should expect. 
"The blossoms are so fragile, 
they're like little snowballs," 
Bertonneau said. "A heavy 


wind or rain will knock them 
off the tree." 

Michael's toll on tupelos is 
a s yet unc lea r bee a use the 
trees are difficult to reach 


except by barge and con¬ 
siderable debris remains to 
be cleared. 

David Westervelt, a state 
apiary inspection supervi¬ 
sor, said damaged trees 
might take two or three 
years to start blooming 
again. 

"We haven't ever had 
a storm hit like that, so 
we don't really know," 
Westervelt said. 

The 2018 harvest was espe¬ 
cially rich in flavor, though 
not particularly high in vol¬ 
ume, beekeepers said. 
Westervelt estimated not 
quite 1 million pounds (0.45 
million kilograms) of tupelo 
honey were produced last 
year, selling for about $6 
and up perpound. 

Two days after Michael 
made landfall, an Associ¬ 
ated Press photographer 
found Ben Lanier tending 
to his hives in spite of fa lien 
trees and other debris in 
Wewahitchka bee yards 
kept in his family for three 
generations. 

L.L. Lanier and Sons Tupelo 
Honey has been in business 


since the 1890s, and in a 
Facebook post Thursday, 
Lanier and his wife said the 
hurricane would not shut 
them down. □
